"THE exhortation 4wnpriſed in theſe 
words, was occaſioned by men of the 
captivity, among the Jews at Babylon, aſ- 
ſuming the prophetic character, and thus 
deceiving the people with lying prophecies 
and falſe promiſes of a ſpeedy reſtoration. 
Relying on theſe gdeceivers, they ſhewed 
a diſpoſition to neglect the duties of civil 
life, mutual good offices, and common 

tranquillity, 
B To 
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To remedy this great evil, the Prophet 


acquaints them, that they were deceived, — 
that by the appointment of God, their cap- 
tivity was to laſt ſeventy years. He then 
exhorts them to provide for themſelves in 
the land of their captivity, as inhabitants, 
and conduct themſelves as becometh good 
ſubjects, till the time that God had ap- 
pointed for their deliverance. 


| Nor, whatſoever. things were written 
| aforetime, by holy men of God, who ſpake 
| as they were inwardly moved by the Holy 
Ghoſt, were written for our learning, 
| fer dodtrine, for Auſtrudtion in righteouſneſs. 


Indeed, there is no virtue in human na- 
ture, how commendable or amiable ſoever, 
which the holy ſcriptures do not give ſome 
examples of and enforce; being ſtored 
| with infinite variety of matter in all 
g kinds. It is the glory of the chriſtian 
religion, to promote univerſal love and 
concord, to ſtrengthen the bands of peace 
and good-will, to foſter every diſpoſition 

that 


A 
that can, in any wiſe, communicate hap- 
pineſs to man. 


It enlarges our love towards thoſe whoſe 
hearts are not right with our hearts, by 
aboliſhing all odious diſtinctions, all ſtrife 
and malice, with all railing and evil- 
ſpeaking. 


But it doth not ſtop here. It knits to- 
gether thoſe whoſe hearts are right, as 
our hearts are with their hearts, and this 
in ſuch a way as the world before knew 
not of ;—cloſer and ſtronger, than men 
had ever before been wiitted by any civil 
or religious polity, 


It requires all men, more eſpecially all 
that profeſs godlineſs, to be tender-hearted, 
to love as brethren, to ſhew forth out of 
a good converſation, their works with 
meekneſs and wiſdom, 


And firſt, Seek the peace of the City— 


This commandment likewiſe have we from 
God, 


EW - 
Bod, to promote the peace, the tranquillity 
and proſperity of the kingdom whereunto 
we belong. But how can this beſt be 
done? Doubtleſs by being ready, on all 
occaſions, to give honour unto the King; 
and all that are in authority under him; 
ſubmitting ourſelyes to all our governors 
willingly, and not by conſtraint :—Ab- 
ſtaining from all bitter zeal, fomenting 
no internal diſcard or reſentment ; neither 
breaking down the fences of lawful au- 
thority ourſelves, nor inciting others to do 
ſo; that being perfect, ſtabliſhed, and 
ſtrengthened as an houſe built upon a 
rock, we may raſiſt and ſubdue all that 


imagine evil. 


The commandment in the text is plain 
enough: there is none in the decalogue 
more ſo; it is equally plain, as bou ſhalt 
nat Eill; —but do all men ſtudy to walk by 
this rule? Nay, do not evil ſurmilings, 
groundleſs jealouſies, and imaginary ills, 
haunt and diſturb the mind, and engender 

diſcontent, 


Ca 

diſcontent, diviſion, and debate, among 
thoſe that are quiet in the land. Theſe 
are murmurers, complainers, walking after 
their own deſires, whom reſiſt in all gen- 
tleneſs and firmneſs, leſt ye alſo periſh, — 
loſe the fruit of righteouſneſs which is ſown 
in peace for them that make peace. 


We are taught in the holy ſcriptures, 
that government is an inſtitution and or- 
dinance of God; being an inſtrument 
uſed by providence, as the beſt proviſion 
for the general happineſs of his reaſona- 
ble creation. St. Paul writing to the 
Romans, in plain and 4geremptory terms, 
inſiſts, that as magiſtrates are © the mi- 
* niſters of God for good,” we ſhould 
obey, and do every thing which is not ex- 
preſsly forbidden in the word of God: 
Let every foul be ſubje to the ſupreme Potvers. 
The Apoſtle Peter urges the ſame doctrine, 
and herein they concur with God our 
Saviour Jeſus Chriſt. © Submit yourſelves 
to every ordinance of man, whether it be 

do

to the king as ſupreme, or unto gover- 
* nors, as unto them that are ſent by him.“ 
Obey and aſſiſt them, ſhew them the reſ- 
pect due unto their ſtation, neither ſay 


nor do any thing that may leſſen or weaken 


their authority; for if a kingdom be di- 
vided againſt itſelf, it is brought to deſo- 
lation, and if a city or houſe be divided 
againſt itſelf, can that houſe or city 
ſtand? In no wile, for. civil and domeſtic 
commotions always directly tend to inte- 
rior deſolation. 


It is true indeed, that governors inſtru- 
mentally are ordaied by men, but originally 
their power is from God. For there 
* 18 no power but of God; the powers 
« that be, are ordained of God.” Who- 
ſoever therefore reſiſteth, otherwiſe than 
the laws of the community direct, reſiſteth 
the ordinance of God, and they that reſiſt 
ſhal! receive condemnation, puniſhment in 
this world and in that which is to come, 


for none can change the word of God. 


Authority 
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Authority and diſtinctions are abſolute- 
ly neceſſary, indeed it does not ſeem poſſi- 
ble to conceive how mankind, ſince they 
have loſt their original rectitude, can ſubſiſt 
without them. 


As yet, neither magiſtrates nor whole- 
ſome laws, have been able to ſuppreſs 
diſorder, injuſtice and impiety; that 
complication of hateful and violent paſ- 
ſions which is in the world. Nor can they; 
for all that 1s good cometh down from 
above: If the leaſt part of that good could 
fall into the heart of man, pure as it is in 
its ſource, this world would then become 
a paradiſe; but as long as we dwell in this 
earthly tenement, we have no reaſon to 
expect this. We ſee, indeed, this great 
blefling, © but not now, we behold it, 
e but not nigh.” | 


3 It is uritten; It ſball come to paſt in the 
laſt days, that the mountain of the Lora's 
houſe ſhall be gſtabliſbed on the top of the 
mountains, and ſhall be exalted above the hills, 

| and 
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and all nations ſball flow unto it. And they 
Hall beat their ſtwords into plough ſhares, and 
their ſpears into pruning hooks. Nation ſhall 
not lift up feword againſt nation, neither ſhall 


they learn war any more. 


The wo, ſball then dwell with the lamb, 
and the leopard ſball lie down with the hid : 
And the calf and the young lion and the fatling 
together ; and a little child ſball lead them. 


* They ſhall not hurt nor agſtroy, ſaith the 
Lord, in all my holy mountain. For the 
earth ſhall be full of the knowledge of the 
Lord, as the wart cover the ſea. 


Again, oppoſition even to unjuſt govern- 
ment, doth not appear to be ſanctioned 
by the holy ſcriptures ; they inculcate ſub- 
jection, not merely for wrath, the avoid- 
ing penalties or puniſhment, but for 
_ conſcience fake,—out of obedience to God. 


“They that received tribute money, 
„ came to Peter, and ſaid, Doth not your 
| « maſter 
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4. maſter pay the tribute? He ſaith, Ves. 
«. And when he came into the houſe, Jeſus 
prevented him, ſaying, What thinkeſt 
thou Simon, of whom do the kings of the 
earth take tribute, of their children or 
of ſtrangers? He ſaith unto him, of 
« ſtrangers. Jeſus ſaith unto him, then 
are the children free. But that we may 
not offend them, go to the ſea, and caſt an 
hook, and take the fiſh that firſt cometh. 
„ up. And when thou haſt opened his 
„mouth, thou ſhalt find a piece of money. 
That take, and give” theſe unjuſt, un- 
reaſonable men, who demand, what, by 
the law of the nation; they have no 
right to, “ for thee and me.“ 


And here in the text, the Iſraelites were 
exhorted to obſerve the ſame rule, to 
violate neither the peace nor laws of Baby- 
lon, nay to pray for that heathen, tyran- 
nical and oppreſſive nation. 


Much more, ſurely, muſt it be our duty 
by loyalty, ſubmiſſion, and love, and every 
** C inſtance

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inſtance of good and peaceable conduct, 
to promote the happineſs and tranquillity 
of the country, wherein we were born, 
to ſeek the quiet and welfare of the beſt 
and moſt gentle government, where all 
things are ordered and ſettled, according 
to the law of juſtice, mercy and truth. 


Hence we learn our- obligations: in- 
; deed, a neceſſity lieth upon us, to ren- 
& der to all their due; tribute, to whom 
&« tribute is due; cuſtom, to whom cuſtom ; 
% fear, to whom fear; and honour, to 
„ whom honour.” All theſe are due to 
the ſupreme powgrs:; And can any thing 
be more reaſonable, than that, by all 
poſſible means, we promote the peace and 
proſperity, of the kingdom, which protects 
us in our lives, liberty and property. 


Behold the e. civil and ee 
we this day enjoy! 


Firſt, we are ſubjects of a ſtate, where 
the Proteſtant religion is fully eſtabliſhed, 
—purged 
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—purged from all the errors, which igno- 
rance, ſuperſtition and deſpotiſm had in- 
troduced into the church of God, 


The holy ſcriptures, which contain the 
words of eternal life, are in our hands, and 
the worſhip of God 1s performed in a lan- 
guage which all underſtand; over and 
above this, all men are at liberty to worſhip 
God unmoleſted, according to the dictates 
of conſcience, - 50 2? 


Leut * * chriſtian world, and can 
we find an eſtabliſhment more truly ſcriptural, 
bleſt with a purer liturgy, or mere apoſtolical 


farm of government. 


Again, 5 enjoy civil liberty in a leſk

Civil liberty is a right to enjoy our life, 
liberty and property, that is, whatever is 
legally ours, according to our own will, 
with this limitation, that we neither pre-

Heaven, that we are in danger of loſing 
neither our life, liberty nor property. 
Are theſe in jeopardy, in any degree in- 
vaded, it will be by the hands of ignarant 
and 1mpetuous ſpirits, urged on by the 
ſlight and cunning craftineſs of wicked 
men, who would looſen the cement of 


ſociety, and bereave us of our national and 
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Now

Be thankful for theſe ſingular bene- 
ſits; bleſs God, that you belong to a 
kingdom, ſo conſtituted, that government 
is the dictate of religion, and religion the 
pillar and ſupport of civil government; for 
«* of law,” or good government, no 
„ leſs can be acknowledged, than that 
her ſeat is the boſom of God, Ber voice 
the harmony of the world. All things in 
* heaven and earth do her homage: The 
very leaſt, as feeling her care; and the 
* greateſt, as not exempt from her power.“ 


Be grateful, learn to be quiet, to 
follow peace and holinefs, that fo an en- 
trance may be miniſtered to you, into the 
everlaſting kingdom of Chriſt, 

As far, therefore, as the ſphere of our 
influence extends, we muſt labour to in- 
{till ſound principles of religion, and ſubor- 
dination, to diſcourage all groundleſs and 
_ unreaſonable clamours, which tend to in- 
fuſe ſcruples and diſcontent, to alienate 
the mind, and clog the ſprings and wheels 


of 
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of the government, which thus protects 
us and our children. 


Being this way employed, every doctrine 
which novelty, the ebullitions of the ima- 
gination, or the refinements of philoſophy 
would introduce, to poiſon and diſturb the 
community, will be blaſted before they be 
grown up. Thus ſhall we ſeek the peace 
of the city, and thus ſhew ourſelves de- 
ſerving of the conſtitution and laws, 
which ſo particularly diſtinguiſh the 
Britiſh nation, and which it will be our 
wiſdom to preſerve, and tranſmit to thoſe 
that come after s. 


But ſecondly, we muſt pray unto the Lord 
for 1. — 


To pray, is to lift up in an "Jas 2 man- 
ner, our hearts and hands to God, and 
beſeech him to give us all things needful 
for life, peace and godlineſs, 


We 
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We know, that the prayer of a righteous 
man, one that feareth God and performeth 
the duties and works of righteouſneſs, 
availeth much. Indeed, no coſtly perfume, 
neither the Gold of Ophir, nor the ſpicy 
mountains of Arabia, are ſo acceptable to 
God, as the fragrancy,—the aſpirations of 
a pious heart, when the oblation is made 
in faith, nothing doubting. Elijah prayed 
that it might not rain, and it rained not. 
He prayed again, and the heavens gave 
rain, Moſes, alſo, who was a faithful 
miniſter and mediator 'for a teſtimony 
of the things which were afterwards 
to be ſpoken, when Jehpvah had deter- 
mined to deſtroy. the congregation, ſtood 
in the gap, deprecated the divine ven- 
geance, and obtained forgiveneſs for that 
rebellious people. He repented him of 
the evil, and deſtroyed them not.” 


As good ſubjects, we, in like manner, 
are bound to pray for the peace and wel- 
fare of our church and nation, in this 
troubleſome and contentious world. More 

eſpecially 
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eſpecially in the words of Iſaiah, that * 
may be no din of war, no confuſed naſe, 
no garments rolled in bleed, no kingdom or 
city divided againſt itſelf, no civil diſcord, 
to cut one another off from the earth ;— 
that there may be no fraud, jealouſy or 
anger, no oppreſſion or extortion, but ht 
our officers may be peace, and our exattors 
righteouſneſs : No-wrong or robbery in our 
ſtreets, waſting or deſtruction within our 
borders; but that righteouſneſs and peace 
may kiſs each other, flouriſh from ſea to 
Jea, and from the rives unto the ends of 
the earth, _ 

Then pray for, the peace of Fornlalem ; f 
they ſhall proſper that loye thee, the pro- 
tection of Heaven ſhall be upon the work 
of their hands, for the eyes of the Lord are 
over the righteous, and his ears are open 
unto their prayers. 2 pa 


74 Come then, O thou divine ſpirit of 
peace and love, and fill us with every 
< heavenly temper ;-put an end to all here- 
«* fies and ſchiſms, cauſc bitter contentions 

* to 
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© to ceaſe, aboliſh every enmity, and make 
| © us to be of one mind in thy holy city; 
that ſo, peace being within” our“ walls, 
«+ the citizens may give themſelves to every 
« profitable employment.” But it is ob- 
vious enough, that without the aid and 
aſſiſtance of God's holy ſpirit, our prayers 
and endeavours to promote the proſperity 
and peace of the nation will always prove 
inadequate. God only can allay the ferment 
of human paſſions, can diſpoſe and govern 
the unruly tempers and luſts of men. 


There are many conſiderations, and all 
of them of ſufficient forceg to induce us to 
pray that the courſe of this world may be 
ſo ordered, that the inhabitants thereof, 
may ſerve their heavenly father in all godly 
quietneſs; but theſe memorable words 
may ſufhce. © Bleſſed are the peace-makers,” 
thoſe who refrain their tongue from evil, 
and their lips, that they ſpeak no guile, 
that eſchew evil and do good, © for they 
Hall be called the children of God.”

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Do we in all things, whether of a religi- 
ous or civil nature, ſteadily purſue mutual 
comfort, and common tranquillity ? then 
go on; thus glorify your father which is 
in heaven: Let all men fee theſe your 
good-works, that your only contention, in 
this world, is to emulate one another in all 
that is lovely, amiable, and of good report. 
Thus, in the words of the prophet, “ our 
eyes ſhall ſee Jerufalem, a quiet habita- 
tion, a tabernacle that ſhall not be taken 
© down; not one of the ſtakes thereof ſhall 
“ be removed, neither ſhall any of the cords 
+ be broken.“ Happy are the people 
* that are in ſuch a cafe,” flour; in 
outward peace and happineſs, dees 
in inward holineſs, and as much 
can be, in this world, without wer or or 


The e It ſcarce needs remark- 
ing, that diverſity of ſentiment, even 
among men of honeſt minds and good 
hearts, there will be, as long as the world 
ſtands.

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But why ſhould every diſcontented and 
ambitious individual, who was never 
deſigned to fit in council, claim the exorbitant 
liberty to oppoſe the maxims, laws and 
accumulated wiſdom of thoſe, 'who are 
delegated to govern ?—Why ſhould every 
individual perſon; fancy himſelf at liberty 
to act as his views, prejudices or diſaffec- 
tion prompt him ?—To gnaw the cords of 
juſt authority, as if they were the galling 
chains of deſpotiſm; to murmur and to 
debate every thing, which doth not cor- 
reſpond with his own pre-eſtabliſhed 
ſyſtem, his own doctrine and interpre- 
tation. „ 


lf the feet, will take upon them to 
direct the head ; if the hands, will ſee 
for the eye; if ſubjects will be rulers, 
and preſcribe where they ſhould obey ;”

This principle of ſelf- action and ſelf- 
legiſlation, —this unalienable right of in- 
dividuals, as it is called; or rather theſe 
vain ſpeculations, whenever they prevail, 
(which, through the goodneſs of God, we 
truſt never can) will involve the whole in 
anarchy and extreme miſery ; will ruſh 
upon us as an armed man, bring into 
contempt all the honourable of the earth, 
bind our kings in chains, and our nobles 
with links of iron: — Will raze our ſtruc- 
ture, as by law eſtabliſhed; at one ſtroke 
ſweep it away as a ſpider's web, and it 
is well, if it is not alledged, that this is 
done, out of pure concern for the whole 
human race; for © the nature, as of men 
* that have fick bodies, ſo likewife of the 
people in the-crazedneſs of their minds, 
« poſſeſt with diſlike and diſcontentment 
at things preſent, is to imagine, that 
* any thing, the virtue whereof they hear 
* commended, would help them; but that 
© .moſt which they leaſt have tried. But 
we muſt not liſten to the ſuggeſtions of 
every ſpirit, rather let us obſerve the max- 
im of the wiſeſt among men,—* My ſon,

fear thou the Lord and the king: and 
„ meddle not with them that are given to 
* change: For their calamity ſhall riſe 
* ſuddenly; and who knoweth the ruin 
of them both?“ 


The ſages of the gentile world knew, that 
man is the world in miniature; but it does 
not appear, that they knew that the earth 
is full of darkneſs and cruel habitations; 
that all the diſorder which is in the world, 
flows from the depravity contained in 
the heart. The old and new teſtament, 
alone communicate this knowledge; 
« God ſaw, that the wiggkedneſs of man 
« was great in the earth, and that every 
imagination of the thoughts of his heart, 
* was only evil continually,” And the 
Apoſtle has made this declaration, I know

Hence, it comes to paſs, chat whenever 
the ignorance and unruly wills of men, are 
unreſtrained by human means, the flood- 
n of diſorder, ungodlineſs and wrong

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will burſt open, break the fences, deſolate 
the incloſures, and deluge the whole 
land. There already exiſts in Europe, 
a moſt diſmal and tragical inſtance. 
The internal convulſions of that 
unhappy ſtate, their contempt of God's 
holy word, their tumult and miſery, 
ſhould caution and ſtimulate mankind to 
repentance and amendment of life ; ſhould 
attach us to our conſtitution, and teach us 
to venerate the laws; ſhould incline all 
ranks and orders of men, continually and 


with fervency to pray, that God would 


give to all nations, whereſoever paced, 
2 peace andyconcord. 


25 of power, the difirs of change, 
diſcontent and pride, which is the ſource 
of all evil, will produce every where the 
ſame contempt of thoſe in authority, the 
ſame uncharitableneſs and envy, the ſame 
reſtleſs and deſtructive ſpirit, which is 

— Jenſuat, deviliſh.” 


No one diſcharges his tube: to God 


and man, who doth not contribute, what- 
| ever 


he 
ever he can, to regulate every unruly , 
and unholy temper, to aſſuage every 
rugged ſpirit of diſcontent and bitterneſs, 
clamour and malice, and introduce in 
their ſtead, the fpirit of order, benevolence 
and peace. 


For this purpoſe, let us carefully ob- 
ſerve this Rule, Speak not evil of the raler 
of the people: This, inſtead of promot- 
ing, is a very great obſtruction to unity 
and love. See you do it not yourſelf, 
nor ſuffer others to do ſo, for God has 
placed bim in his ftead, in part, has given 
him his power, for the puniſhment of evil 
doers, and for the praiſe of them that do 
well. 


Be diligent, this way to ſeek the peace 
and quiet of the city; and God, who is 
the aurhor of peace, and lover of concord 
and ſubordination, will reward thee with 
peace temporal and eternal, for to him that 
ordereth his converſion aright, will be 
ſhewn the falvation of God. 


But

But how true is this ſaying; there are, 

that keep themſelves in peace, and are in 

peace with others; and ſome there be, 

that neither are in peace themſelves, nor 
ſuffer others to be in peace. Even ſo, in 


ſome meaſure, it is now. 


Let then the evil day, the principles 


and combination of thoſe that hate peace, 


order and tranquillity, teach us to walk 
in wiſdom towards thoſe who are with- 
out, that all unwarrantable murmurings, 


and doctrines full of deadly poiſon, may, 
by our zeal, directed by knowledge, 


and tempered h/ mildneſs and ba be 
ſuppreſſed. 


But if ever Almighty God, who has all 
authority both in heaven and carth, who 
doth whatſoever pleaſeth him in all places 
of his empire, for the puniſhment of our 
manifold fins and provocations, ſhould 
ſuffer the 70d of the oppreſſur to reſt upon 
the lot of our inheritance, then that 
liberty, which many want, to do even 
as they pleaſe, and have nobody to call 

| them 
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them to an account, would ſoon. and 
triumphantly make its entrance, accelerate 
the miſeries of anarchy, and demoliſh all 
thoſe who ſhould have the leaſt OO of 
national virtue to oppole it. 


It requires no invention to ſubſtantiate 
this.. The hiſtory of this kingdom unfolds 
an. experiment that was made by our 
predeceſſors in the laſt century; when 
for twenty years, ungodly and worldly 
men were at liberty to enforce their 
viſionary ſchemes of civil and religious 
government, to follow the mazes and cor- 
ruption of their own he Then, alas! 
it was that blood ſtained and diſgraced 
our land; that rapine, diſorder and un- 
godlineſs pervaded all our quarters: Then 
too, diſcord, hereſy and ſchiſm, profane- 
neſs, and ſuperſtition, defaced the beau- 
teous diſcipline, and outraged the princi- 
ples of the reformation. 


Now, as the ſame doctrines, unleſs 
repreſſed, will produce the ſame diſmal 
and calamitous effects; we, as good citi- 


E zens,

zens, - muſt faithfully guard againſt the 
irruption of ſuch anarchy, frenzy and 
wickedneſs, leſt they again lay waſte our 
dwelling, again violently rob us of the 
bleſſings of wealth, peace and godlineſs. 


And in order to this, let us each in our 


ſtation, govern our lives according to the 
rule of God's word and holy ordinance. 


See, that for the ſake of a good con- 
ſcience, and for the public good, we faith- 
fully ſerve, honour and obey the king, 
and all that bear rule under him; that 
there be no wragh, contention nor malice, 
but that the peace of God, ruling in the 
hearts of every rank and order 'of men, 
truth and juſtice, religion and piety may 
be eſtabliſhed among us for all genera» 
tions. 


If in time paſt you have neglected this 
duty, to day, approve yourſelf a faithful 
citizen. Now, give honour, unto whom 
honour is due; now, ſubmit yourſelves to 
all that are in authority, knowing whoſe

miniſters they are; and give all diligence 
to do this, for the honour of religion, 
for the glory of God your Saviour, for the 
peace and proſperity of the kingdom, and 
for the increaſe of your own eternal 
recompence of reward.
